When  Greenland  was  first  settled  by  colonists  from  Norway  and  Denmark  some  800  years  before,  two  colo¬ 
nies  were  formed:  a  western  and  an  eastern.  In  the  early  1400’s,  the  east  coast  colony  flourished  w  ith  some  190 
villages,  its  owai  bishop  and  a  number  of  parishes.  But  w  hile  the  w  estern  colony  continued  to  exist,  the  eastern 
over  the  centuries  had  completely  disappeared  from  sight  and  know  ledge.  The  search  for  the  “lost  East  Greenland 
colony"  had  engendered  a  following  in  the  exploration  and  adventurers  circles.  And  Tayler  believed  he  could 
find  the  lost  colony  and  set  up  a  new  settlement  at  Ekalumiut. 

On  August  21,1 863  an  expedition  under  the  leadership  of  Tayler  left  Grav  esend,  England  aboard  the  steamships 
“Baron  Hambro"  and  “Caroline."  Unfortunately,  the  ships  met  w  ith  unpenetratable  icepacks,  and  had  to  return 
to  England.  Gibbs  and  Tayler,  though,  would  not  give  up.  A  tine  steamship  was  built  in  the  yards  at  Dundee,  the 
“Erik."  In  1865,  a  new  expedition  set  off  aboard  the  “Erik."  But  while  the  new  steamer  made  it  further  than  the 
other  two  ships,  ice  barriers  and  other  obstacles  forced  it  to  turn  back  and  (libbs  abandoned  the  quest.

C'lti/ens  had  to  regularl\  attend  praetiee  shooting  sessions  and  aeliiev  e  a  minimum  standard  of  accuracy.  This  w  as 
required  for  e\  er\  male  under  55.  E\  er\  young  man  of  20  w  as  issued  w  ith  an  Army  rifle  w  hich  he  had  to  maintain  in 
perfect  condition  until  such  time  as,  at  an  appropriate  ceremony,  he  is  called  to  return  it  to  the  Confederation.  These 
w  ere  the  beginnings  of  match  shooting  as  a  w  ay  of  life.  The  greatest  honor  was  to  be  counted  among  the  Meister- 
sehutzen.  Medals  became  part  of  this  life  as  a  way  of  remembering  both  the  ev  ent  and  w  inners.  The  lots  to  follow 
represent  a  simply  magnificent  collection  of  these  lf)th  century  Swiss  Shooting  Medals,  representing  all  the  major 
regions  of  Sw  itzerland.

The  institution  that  would  come  to  be  known  as  the  “priests’  bank,”  was 
founded  in  Milano  in  IS^)6  by  (iiuseppe  Tovini,  the  C'atholie  advocate  of 
Valle  Camoriea.  Tovini.  envisioned  Banco  Ambrosiano  as  a  C'atholie  bank  to 
counterbalance  Italy's  lay  banks.  It  would  serve  “moral  organizations,  pious 
works  and  religious  bodies  set  up  for  charitable  aims."  Tovini's  stated  aims, 
though,  would  be  monumentally  sidetracked. 

In  the  I96()’s,  Franco  Ambrosiano  began  to  e.xpand,  opening  a  holding 
company  in  Lu.xembourg.  In  1971,  Roberto  C'alvi  became  general  manager. 
Four  years  later,  C'alvi  was  appointed  chairman.  The  man  that  the  Italian  media 
would  dub  “(iod's  banker”  and  who  would  provide  the  basis  for  the  tietional- 
i/ed  character  Frederick  Keinszig  in  “Ciodfather  III”  immediately  set  to  work 
to  push  the  bank's  interests.  C’alvi  forged  an  alliance  with  the  Vatican  Bank, 
chumming  up  its  chainnan  Bishop  Marcinkus,  and  drawing  Istituto  per  le  Opere 
di  Religione  into  his  web  of  dealings.  Banco  Ambrosiano  gained  a  controlling 
interest  in  the  Banca  C'attolica  del  Veneto,  financed  the  newspaper  C'ornere 
della  Sera  via  funds  to  the  publishing  house  of  Rizzoli,  while  across  the  ocean 
it  created  a  slew  of  offshore  companies  m  the  Bahamas  and  South  America. 

Reddling  mtluence.  the  bank  funded  political  parties  at  home  and  sent 
money  to  Nicaragua  to  both  the  dictatorship  of  Anastasio  Somoza  and  its 
Sandmista  opposition. 

C'alvi,  though,  was  not  only  expanding  Banco  Ambrosiano's  “interests. ''  he 
also  was  furthering  the  interests  of  Propaganda  Due  (P2).  the  illegal,  pseiuK' 
Masonic  l.odge  of  which  he  was  a  member  Hie  P2.  wlu>se  members  prulcvl 
themselves  as  “black  friars,”  en|oyed  a  burgetming  nolorielv  ft»i  a  numbci  of 
high-placed  bribes  and  the  murder  of  journalists  among  other  sordid  ileeds 

As  the  inevitable  epic  imbroglio  built,  (  alvi  inflated  ''hare  puces,  nuncil

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In  June  of  1^S2.  it  was  discovered  that  Banco  Anihrosiano  could  not  account  for  a  debt  between  $700  Million  and  SI  .5  liillion  -  not 
surjirisingly  as  most  of  it  had  been  siphoned  off  \  ia  the  Vatican  Bank.  The  bank  collapsed.  C'alvi's  personal  .secretary  denounced  him 
before  jumping  from  the  oftiee  w  indow  to  her  death.  Calvi,  meanwhile,  sans  mustache  and  bearing  a  false  passport,  had  already  fled 
Italy  for  England.  On  .lune  IS,  C'alvi's  body  was  found  dangling  under  London's  Blaekfriars  Ibidge.  his  pt)ekets  stuffed  with  bricks  and

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THE  FRANKLINTON  COLLECTION,  PART  4:  U.  S.  MEDALS 


This  section  of  American  medallic  art  from  the  great  Franklinton  Collection  continues  the  epic  offering  of  of¬ 
ficial  United  States  Presidential  Inaugural  Medals  begun  in  our  February  sale.  It  might  be  thought  by  collectors  that 
Inaugural  Medals  of  modem  times  are  an  uncomplicated  series  offering  few  rarities.  A  glance  at  the  lots  appearing 
in  Pan  4  will  show  that  the  series  is  rich  in  significant  rarities,  many  of  w  hich  are  represented  here. 

Collector  interest  in  the  Inaugural  series  has  grown  steadily  since  the  1 98()'s,  thanks  to  the  publication  of  in-depth 
catalogues  by  such  researchers  as  Richard  Dusterberg,  H.  Joseph  Levine  and  Neil  MacNeil.  Many  Inaugurations 
have  taken  place  since  the  last  definitive  guide  was  published  in  1981,  and  any  comprehensive  update  through  2005 
could  have  a  dramatic  effect  on  the  market  value  of  many  modern  issues. 

The  medal  offering  opens  with  the  1929  Herbert  Hoover  Inaugural  Medal  by  Henry  Kirke  Bush-Brown,  a 
scarce  Bronze  in  a  unique  fitted  case  of  issue  gold-stamped  PRESENTED  TO  CHARLES  COLFAX  LONG  BY 
INAUGURAL  COMMITTEE. 

Recalling  the  First  Inauguration  of  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  is  Paul  Manship's  medal  of  1933,  one  of  only  50 
pieces  specially  patinated,  struck  and  edgemarked  by  Medallic  Art  Company  in  New  York  City.  Medallic  Art  struck 
many  later  Inaugural  Medals,  including  the  .999  Silver  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  Medal  with  plain  edge,  omitting  the 
maker's  name  usually  incised  on  the  rim. 

Process  sets  are  known  that  show  the  stages  in  creating  an  Inaugural  medal  from  blank  planchet  to  finished 
Bronze.  Such  rare  sets  appear  in  this  sale  dramatizing  the  John  F.  Kennedy  and  Reagan-Bush  Inaugural  Medals.  A 
\  irtually  unknow  n  subset  of  the  series  is  that  of  miniature  medals,  represented  here  by  an  unpublished  1965  Silver 
Lyndon  Baines  Johnson,  Gold  1981  Reagan,  1985  Gold  and  Silver  Reagan-Bush  and  2001  George  W.  Bush  Gold 
Inaugural  Medals. 

Error  coins  and  medals  fascinate  collectors,  personified  in  the  Inaugural  series  by  the  George  Bush  Vice  Presi¬ 
dential  Reception  Medal  that  bears  the  date  January  20,  1980  instead  of  the  correct  year,  1981.  Galvanos  are  the 
large-diameter  \  ersions  of  Inaugural  items  made  in  enduring  metal  from  artist's  plasters.  They  are  fantastic  display 
items  and  the  Franklinton  Collection  includes  galvanos  of  the  Gerald  R.  Ford  Vice  Presidential  Medal  and  the  1985 
Reagan-Bush  Presidential  Medals. 

Lead  die  trials,  Lucite  embedments  are  additional  specialty  categories  represented  in  this  part  of  the  Franklinton 
Collection.  Worthy  of  inspection  is  the  massive  Lucite  that  contains  all  four  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  Inaugural 
Medals  and  his  U.S.  Mint  Presidential  Medals,  another  outstanding  display  item. 

Patterns  or  experimental  strikes  are  the  creme  de  la  creme  of  medallic  art,  personified  by  an  example  of  the  rare 
1981  Ronald  Reagan 

Inaugural  medal  by  Edw  ard  Fraughton  w  ith  its  alternate  re\  erse  design  omitting  the  reflection  of  the  Capitol  in 
the  pool  on  the  reverse.  Another  rare  Reagan  medal  is  the  69.7mm  Bronze  w  ith  the  distinctix  e  “First  Strike"  edge 
made  and  distributed  at  Medallic  Art  Company's  Danbuiy,  Connecticut  headquarters. 

Massive  7()mm  Silver  medals  struck  solely  for  presentation  to  Inaugural  Committee  VIP's  include  issues  of  Vice 
President  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller,  Presidents  Ronald  Reagan,  Reagan-Bush,  Cieorge  Bush  and  the  William  Jefferson 
Clinton.  These  were  struck  in  minute  numbers,  such  as  1 2  for  the  1 989  George  Bush  issues,  and  are  rarities  destined 
for  appreciation  as  significant  keys  to  the  entire  series. 

Multi-medal  cased  sets  are  a  feature  of  most  Inaugurations  since  the  late  1 97()'s  and  include  Gold  medals  beginning 
w  ith  the  Gerald  R.  Ford  Presidential  set.  These  are  offered  for  \  irtually  ex  eiy  Presidency  since  that  time  in  deluxe 
cases  of  issue.  A  selection  of  other  modern  U.S.  medals  closes  with  a  378mm  re\  erse  CiaKano  of  the  late  ailist  Albino 
Manca's  1964  medal  of  Michelangelo's  Pieta,  a  major  attraction  of  the  1964-1965  New  'N  ork  World's  Fair.

Manea's  work  preceded  this  desecration.  He  was  a  prolific  New  >ork- 
based  seulptor  noted  for  Papal  and  religious  themes.  This  unusuallv  handsome 
Cialvano  was  long  displayed  m  Medallie  Ail  C'ompanv's  m-luuise  gallerv  m 
Its  New  "Sork  I  leadnuarters.  It  is  unusuallv  thick  and  heav  v.  took  an  estimated 
four  days  to  make  direetlv  from  Manea's  original  plaster  model,  and  is  i>ne  of 
possiblv  two  examples  made,  boasting  a  gold-tan  patina  with  a  minor  spot  or 
twoof minimal  v  isual  importanee.  The  back  has  a  heavy-dutv  integral  hanger 
and  three  fi  xed  nuts  for  possible  mounting.

LEANDER  MCCORMICK-GOODHART  (1884-1965) 


No  c\  ent  in  British  or  British-Amcrican  colonial  histoi^  launched  as  great  a  cataract  ot'incdals  as  Admiral  Edward 
Vernon's  capture  of  the  Spanish  treasure  entrepot  of  Porto  Bello  on  the  C'aribbean  coast  of  Panama,  on  Nov.  21, 
173^.  Vernon  boasted  in  Parliament  during  debates  o\er  Spanish  interference  with  Britain's  West  India  trade  and 
treatment  of  British  seaman  that  he  would  end  the  situation  by  taking  Porto  Bello  with  six  ships  only. 

The  resulting  war  with  Spain  lasted  some  nine  years  and  became  famous  as  the  “War  of  Jenkins'  Ear."  Vernon 
was  appointed  Vice  Admiral  of  the  Blue,  and  sailed  for  Jamaica  on  July  9,  1 739.  He  set  sail  for  Panama  on  No\  em¬ 
ber  5,  taking  just  six  ships,  H.M.S.  Bur/on/,  Ham/yfon-Courf,  Princess  Louisa,  W'orcestcr,  Stratford,  Norwich  and 
Sheerncss.  Vernon  made  good  his  boast  by  capturing  the  hea\  ily  fortified  port,  seizing  treasure  that  he  distributed 
among  his  forces. 

Numbers  of  American  Colonial  troops  took  part  in  the  Vernon  expedition,  including  Virginian  Augustine  Wash¬ 
ington,  who  later  names  his  estate  Mount  Vernon 

The  Jubilation  in  Britain  over  the  victory  triggered  a  veritable  explosion  of  inexpensive,  popular  medals  hailing 
the  capture  of  Porto  Bello,  struck  in  a  variety  of  sizes  in  Copper  and  Brass  for  the  widest  possible  distribution.  The 
series  included  scores  of  varieties  of  the  several  types,  many  of  which  survive  today  in  all  stages  of  circulation.  Art 
styles  ranged  from  superb  to  indifferent  or  even  primiti\  e,  but  all  show  a  bold  vitality. 

By  now  Vernon  and  \  ictory  were  so  closely  linked  in  the  public  mind  that  medals  appeared  celebrating  his 
capture  of  the  great  fortified  city  of  Cartagena  de  las  Indias  two  years  later.  These  medals  have  puzzled  generations 
of  collectors  because  Vernon  unexpectedly  failed  to  take  the  city  itself,  although  his  forces  carried  some  of  the 
outlying  fortifications. 

Medallic  Illustrations  of  the  History  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  to  the  Death  of  George  II  dexoted  pages  to 
the  Vernon  series.  In  America,  C.  Wyllys  Betts  prepared  American  Colonial  History  Illustrated  hy  Contemporary 
Medals,  published  after  his  death  by  his  brother  Benjamin. 

The  most  thorough  re-study  was  Leander  McCormick-Goodhart,  F.R.N.S.,  Admiral  lemon  Medals,  published 
by  Stack's  Numismatic  Review,  in  1945.  The  Vernon  medals  offered  in  the  present  sale  are  from  the  McCormick- 
Goodhart  Collection  and  were  largely  attributed  by  his  own  hand,  although  ox  er  the  decades,  the  medals  had  become 
somexvhat  jumbled,  necessitating  re-attribution  to  McCormick-Goodhart's  sometimes  skeletal  listings. 

This  selection  offers  a  substantially  greater  assortment  of  McCormick-Cjoodhart  numbers  than  haxe  appeared 
in  any  sale  in  recent  times,  even  larger  than  the  exceptional  Vernon  collection  assembled  by  the  late  John  ,1.  Ford 
Jr.,  sold  by  Stack's  in  Januaiw  2006.

SO-CALLED  DOLLARS,  EXPO  &  CQMIVIEIV10RATIVE  MEDALS 

The  term  So-Called  Dollars  has  a  long  history  in  American  collecting.  The  late  Richard  D.  Kenney 
used  it  in  1953  to  describe  a  category  ot  generally  coin-relief  U.S.  medals  close  enough  in  size  to  the 
Silver  Dollar  that  some  ot  them  could  have  passed  into  actual  circulation  as  coins.  In  1963.  Kenney's 
20-page  listing  was  enlarged  by  Harold  E.  Hibler  and  C  harles  V.  Kappen  into  a  1 56-page  book,  So-Called 
Dollars,  published  by  Coin  and  C  urrency  Institute.  After  45  years,  this  book  remains  the  standard  refer¬ 
ence,  reportedly  on  the  cusp  ot  a  long-awaited  revised  new  edition.  The  advent  of  third-party  grading 
and  “slabbing  has  tocused  vastly  increased  interest  in  So-Called  Dollars,  and  beginners  in  this  lively 
field  are  certain  to  join  established  collectors  in  scrutinizing  the  following  exciting  lots.
